No. CWR(6)/63 —The following draft of certain 
amendments to the Cost and Works Accountants Re¬ 
gulations, 1959, which it is proposed to make in exercise 
of the powers conferred by sub-sections (1) and (3) 
of Section 39 of the Cost and Works Accountants Act, 
1959, (Act No. 23 of 1959), is published for informa¬ 
tion of all persons likely to be affected thereby and 
notice is hereby given that the draft will be taken up 
for consideration on or after 28th October 1963. 


Any objection or suggestion which may be received 
from any person with respect to the said draft before 
the date specified will be considered by the Council of 
the Institute of Cost and Works Accountants of India. 

In the said Regulations : 

I. In sub-clause (i) of sub-regulation (4) of Regu- 
la!ion 32, the following words shall be deleted, namely : 

“not more than four calendar years before the 
commencement of the examination’*. 

II. In sub-clause (ii) of sub-regulation (4) of Regu¬ 
lation 35, the following words shall be deleted, namely : 

“not more than five calendar years before the 
commencement of the examination”, 

III. At the end of sub-regulation (1) of Regulation 
41, the following proviso shall be added, namely : 

“Provided that in any case where it is found that 
the result of an examination has been affected 
by error, malpractice, fraud, improper con¬ 
duct, or in any other way, the Examination 
Committee shall have the power suitably to 
amend such result and to make such declara¬ 
tion as the Committee considers necessary”, 

IV. The existing Regulation 50 shall be marked as 
sub-regulation (1) of Regulation 50 and the following 
sub-regulation shall be added as sub-regulation (2) of 
Regulation 50, namely : 

“(2) Information as to whether a candidate's 
answers in any particular paper or papers of 
any examination have been examined and 
valued will be supplied to the candidate on 
his forwarding within a month of the declara¬ 
tion of the said examination results, an appli¬ 
cation accompanied by a fee of Rs. 10 for 
any or all papers. The fee is only for verify¬ 
ing whether a candidate’s answers in any 
particular paper or papers have been examined 
and valued, and not for the revaluation of 
answers. The marks obtained by the candi¬ 
dates in individual questions or in sections of 
a paper cannot, in any circumstances, be sup¬ 
plied. If as a result of such verification, it is 
discovered that there has been either an omis¬ 
sion to examine or value any answer or 
answers or there has been a mistake in the 
totalling of the marks, the fee for verification 
shall be refunded in full to the applicant”.
